The information that Mr. King does not carry 
the prerogatives of peace and war in his pocket 
should not be strange to British ears, but seem- 
ingly it is.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER

Mention in yesterday’s column of the Cutty 
Sark Club and its efforts to get a training ship 
at the coast for Canadian youth, recalls the 
letter of a reader—evidently not a Scot—asking 
for the meaning of the peculiar name. 


“I know it’s the name of a famous British 
clipper, but what does it mean?” he asked. 

The meaning is even more peculiar than the 
name. It is Scotch for a “short shirt’—one of 
the feminine kind, known among the experts 
as a chemise. 

It’s taken from a story of the fate that befell 
a woman-chaser, immortalized by Bobby Burns 
in his poem “Tam o’Shanter.” In the midst of 
his revelries, the witch Nannie appeared. Tam 
fled on his trusty mare, Maggie, with the witch, 
clad in a cutty sark, in hot pursuit. Nannie 
didn’t manage to overtake Tam in the chase, 
but she got her claws in Maggie's tail, and 
pulled it out by the stump. 

Burns gives the morai in his closing lines: 

Whene’er to drink you are inclined, 
Or cutty sarks run in your mind, 
Think! ye may buy the joys owre dear. 
Fwemember Tam O’Shanter’s mare. 

Thus in one short poem, Burns made pcpu- 
lar two articles of apparel—the kind of cap 
Tam wore, known ever since as a “tamoshanter” 
or a “tam,” and the more intimate garment for 
which the famous Dumbarton clipper ship was 
named, 

Great skill, approaching art, was lavished 
on the figure-heads that the clipper ships 
carried. That of the Cutty Sark, showed the 
witch Nannie clad in her cutty sark. Her cluw- 
like hand was outstretched in pursuit of Tam. 
Sometimes in port, the crew would add to the 
realism by fastening a mare's tail in Nannie’s 
hand—a warning which no doubt accounted for 
the strict life led by sailors let loose in foreign 
ports.

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Almonds— Concentrated Food 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Almonds are among the most wholesome of 


all nuts, as they contain a large amount of fat 
and protein, but no starch. They are one of the 
few alkaline-forming nuts, and for these rea- 
sons may be used even by those with diabetes 


or by those with acidosis. 


The almond is especially 
rich in phosphorus, calcium 
and magnesium, as well as 


being en excellent source of 
protein, The value of the al- 
mond can not be too much 
appreciated and those who 
wish to use nuts are advised 
to use this one which is so 
delicate in flavor. 

When almonds are finely

chewed they are readily digested, but they are 
even more valuable in the form of finely ground 


almond butter, as in this form the digestive 
juices will be able to penetrate the finely di- 
vided particles more readily. This type of nut 
butter will be found already prepared in the 
various health food stores, 

I recommend the finely ground almonds as 
a substitute for ordinary butter in muking sand- 
wiches whenever you want a change from the 
usual sandwich. Although many housewives 
are accustomed to making peanut butter sand- 
wiches, many of them are not familiar with the 
almond butter used in the same way. 

The almond butter may be diluted with 
water to make #n excellent dressing for salads 
and this different type of salad dressing will be 
relished by the entire family. Sometimes the 
butter is mixed with water and a small amount 
of honey, after which it will resemble milk in 
composition, flavoring and appearance. 

Inasmuch as almonds contain a large amount 
of oil, they will be found to be “fattening” with 
many people who assimilate the oi) in an ef- 
ficient manner. However, when the assimila- 
tion is inefficient, its fattening tendency will 
not be so apparent. The oil of the almond is 
easily extracted and has an agreeable flavor. 

A special kind of almond oil is widely used 
in the manufacture of soap and periume. Also. 
inasmuch as almond oil is readily absorbed by

Almonds are as rich in protein as lean meat 
and about nine ounces of almonds will provide 
the body with sufficient protein for one duy. 

In roasting almonds in large quantities, they 
are not baked in ovens, as is commonly sup- 
posed, but are literally “French fried” by being 
immersed for a short time in boiling hot ccco- 
nut oil. A longer roasting process produces the 
burnt almond so often used for flavoring ice 
cream. 

The blanched almond is the sweet almond 
with the brown cuter skin removed after which 
the almond is dried in a warm oven. Almonds 
may be blanched at home by first pouring boil- 
ing water over them and letting them soak for 
one-half minute, after which they are rinsed in 
cold water and the skin removed by pressure 
of the fi 

Almonds combine readily with all of the 
fruits and non-starchy vegetables, but because 
of their richness, should not be used with other 
proteins or fats, or with starches. They make

ANSWER: Waterbrash usually comes from 
overeating or using liquids with your meals. 
Try cutting down on the amount of food you 
are using at dinner and do not use any liquids 
at all after three o'clock in the afternoon.

remain dry until it has hardened, 
| which may take 24 hours or so. A 
second thin coat is then put on, and 
protected in the same way. The 
enamel dries so slowly that only 
a thin coat will harden in that time.
